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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

Claims 5-10 objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form 
because a multiple dependent claim 4. See MPEP § 608.01 (n). Accordingly, the claims 
not been further treated on the merits. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Born 
et al. [US 2002/0118605]. 

Regarding claim 1. Born et al. disclose a horology crystal in which there is 
formed a three dimensional decoration [figure 1]. 

Born et al. disclose the claimed invention except for a minimum thickness of 3.5 
mm at at-least one portion. 

It would have been obvious matter of design choice to make the crystal at least 
3.5 mm or any desired thickness so that it can accommodate an aesthetic appearance, 
such a modification would have involved a mere change in the size of the component. 
A change in size is generally recognized as being within the level of ordinary skill in the 
art. In re Rose, 105 USPQ 237 (CCPA 1955).

Regarding claim 2. Born et al. further disclose that the symbols and/or characters 
can be engraved onto the crystal of the watch [para. [0028]] except for the engraved is 
form by laser engraving. The method of forming the device is not germane to the issue 
of patentability of the device itself. Therefore, this limitation has not been given 
patentable weight. 

Regarding claim 3. Born et al. disclose that at least one decorative items [figure 
1] except for the decoration items being mould casting. The method of forming the 
device is not germane to the issue of patentability of the device itself. Therefore, this 
limitation has not been given patentable weight. 

Regarding claim 4. Born et al. disclose the claimed invention except for the 
location of the printing/engraved being on the top surface and the decoration items 
being mould casting. The method of forming the device is not germane to the issue of 
patentability of the device itself. Therefore, this limitation has not been given patentable 
weight. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the 
invention was made to have the engravings done on the top surface of the crystal, since 
it has been held that rearranging parts of an invention involves only routine skill in the 
art. In re Japikse, 86 USPQ 70.
